39 FATALITIES 
ACROSS'CANADA 
ON THE HOLIDAY 


The waning summer season left a 
trail of 39 fatalities across Canada in 
the wake of its long Labor Day week 
end, Ontario alone turned in a total 
of 22 with.12 of the victims dying 
in a series of motor mishaps. Three 
Ontarians -were drowned, Falls, ex. 
plosions, a hunting accident and An 
electrocution accounted for several 
other deaths. An Ontario farmer was 
gored to death by a bull. 

Quebec had a death list of nine, five 
persons having been drowned, while 
in British Columbia two drownings 
Were reported and two inManitoba. 
The Maritimes recorded three violent 
deaths, two in New Brunswick and 
Ong in Nova Scotia. Saskatchewan 
had one.

States, the day sent thousands _ of 
American tourists pourinz across the 
highways of the Dominion.

An cld resident of Madoc, Isabel

Cutting Alfalfa for Seed 


In parts of Eastern Canada suitable 
was 
formerly the practice to cut the first 
crop for hay and the second crop. for 
seed. In the best seed producing areas 
the first crop is now taken for seed 
which is cut in August. In Western 
Canada the cutting of the first erop 
for seed has always been the practice 
followed. 

A decision which is sometimes dif. 
ficult for the grower to-make js in 
regard to the proper time to harvest 
the crop for seed. Since alfalfa seed 
does not mature evenly due to the 
prolonged blossoming period, % plant 
may “bear pods varying from ripe, 
which are dark brown in colour. to 
green and immature. Because the ripe 
a 
time when more seed is being lost by 
Shattering than is being replaced by 
the ripening of the green pods. Just 
before such a time is reached is the 
proper time for cutting. This will be 
when a t half to two.thirds of the 
pods are™brown. Much of the imma. 
ture seed will mature in the swath. 

‘In seasons when a hay shortage is 
imminent the grower may be com. 
pelled to take the first crop for hay 
and if the second crop is podding up 
well it may profitably be cut for seed.

In those parts of the country 
which enjoy a long enough growing | 
period, the crop can be cut two and 
three times a season, producing larg. | 
er tonnages per acre, and thus: in. j 
creased production is obtained over 
plants that can be cut but once. 

Even the more northerly parts 
where the season is short and only 
one cutting can be made, large yields | 
are obtained. For instance, in North. 
ern Ontario, where it is not yet con. 
sidered advisable to sow this crop a. 
lone, the addition of a few pounds per 
acre of alfalfa to the usual hay mix.

tion. I can’t think of anything more 
inhuman than to keep a person, in 
his right mind, cooped up—often for 
long periods—-with others who are 
undoubtedly insane. That this «has 
been going on in many cases in our 
own province is awful to contemp. 
late.”’ 

The paper said the Premier and 
Health Minister Kirby conferred on 
plans for the inquiry and while no 
official statement was availabl. it 
was understood a commission with 
wide powers would be appointed 
within twenty.four hours.

tions and silo-filling wag expected to 
be general about September 10th. The 
yield of fodder corn is above average. 
Turnips and mangolds are developing 
well and with a continuance of good 
weather during the next three or four 
weeks should produce better than 
average crops.

ing with Sodium Chlorate without any 
permanent injury to the grass, using 
from 1.4 to 1-2 pound per gallon of 
water. Plants should be sprayed to 
saturation a day or two after the 
first. blooms have appeared using a 
high pressure sprayer.
